The platform of principles adopted by the

Mf«t Coiustock, one of the committee, 
formerly of the Albany Argus, requested 
m.>. the chairman, to invite Mr. Marble 
of the World, and Mr. Cn-Mily of the Argus, 
to attend and participate iu their proceed- 
ings. I replied that they were not mem- 
bers of the committee; tiiat the committee 
would first organize, and after they had 
ci .n-idered and digested the resolutions pro- 
posed he might iuvite Mes>rs.

goo.1 Vense to r ject as foreign to the living 
issues oi the approaching campaign. The 
ninl'" resolution of the series adopted, the 
one heartily indorsing President Johnson, 
1 had the pleasure to propose aud ask to be 
incorporated iu trie platform, aud which, 
home opposition, was adopted.

Duriug the night the resolutions were 
ad- >| 'ted by the conimitue, Mr. Marble 
dropped into my room and examined them; 
after doing which he desired to know w hat 
the committee had uone with the other 
resolutions submitted, prepared jointly by 
Mr. Tilden and himself. I informed him 
that tue committee had deemed them re- 
dundant aud had rejected them. 

The Couiuiittec on Platform are entitled 
to credit lor amending the resolutions sub- 
mitted and for cropping out of them those 
whicii v.ere unnecessary for making the 
platform symmetrical, comprehensive and 
strong, and for the last resolution, fraukly 
and honestly indorsing President Job i son.

Camp Nelson, Ky., Sept. '23, 1865. 

Sir: The State of Kentucky witnessed a 
very unusual aud startling speclable iu the 
form of a colored officer, wearing the dash- 
ing military costume of a Captain of iu- 
fautry. The colored officer was the gallant 
Captain Charlaton Tandy, company B, 1st 
colored militia, St. Louis, Missouri. The 
Captain was on furlough to visit his rela- 
tivts about Lexingtonand Danvhle. While 
iu Lexington vesterdav he reported to the 
Provost Marshal; but I will copy his own 
statement: 

Camp Nelson, Kv., Sept. tk\ lsoo. 

Col. I-'. H. Beirbower, commanding post, 
Camp Nelson, Ky.— Colonel: I PMBMt- 
fully submit to you the following: I am 
Captain of company P, 1st colored militia 
oi St. Louis. Missouri, with a commission 
from Got. Fletcher, bearing date of June 
10th, ls<M. o i hearing of the death of my 
■MM near Danville, Ky., I visited Lexing- 
ton, Ky., mv uative place, on my way to 
Danville. There I was advised by the Pro- 
vost Marshal to put on my uniform and 
wear it, with a promise of co-operation and 
protection. To avoid collision, 1 had as- 
sumed citizens dress. I, with my pass, 
came to this camp aud reported to Major 
Krkerd. With a line of commendation 
irom the Major I proceeded to Danville, and 
there reported to the Captain of the U. S. 
colored forces — Captaiu Anderson, I be- 
liev — who looked at my line of commenda- 
iioii.then at my commission from Gov. 
Fletcher, and at my uniform. The Captain 
then replied with rage: ,x Your presence 
lierc is obnoxious tb me, my ojHcers and my 
mm, aiui I want you to leave thi* town im- 
mediately." I saluted him, said good morn- 
ing, ami immediately retired. 

1 willingly risk my life for my Govern- 
ment aud my country. I hope to honor 
the trust reposed in me. Now I respectful- 
ly ask that the Government in return see 
that I am protected aud my rights respect- 
ed. Respectfully your 6b' t servant, 
Cait. Charlaton Tanhy. 

I will state that 1 saw and conversed 
with the Captain of color who was suffer- 
ing uuder as keen an estimate of the insult 
opposed to his rank as if ho had been a 
white officer. Col. Beirbower iMWattd 
the above statement and will douotlc. ■ 
i-how that arrogant officer of the forces of 
color at Danville— whoever he is— that the 
military arm of thc» Government w ill not 
only furnish protection to her soldiery 
witliou' resj>ect to race or complexion, but 
without partiality— obtain summary re- 
dress in their behalf. 

This afternoou I saw the soldiers charged 
with the murder of Mr. Grant near this 
camp. They are a set of desperate fellows. 
They are securely ironed iu the Military 
Prison. 

Camp is exceedingly dull. Everything 
is being wound up. 

The other day L. Williams, Jr., acting 
Local Superintendent of the colored refugee 
camp was ordered uuder arrest by the offi- 
cer of the day for gross insults. The 
pompous delinquent was marched off 
through the camp between two colored 
guard. Yours as ever, B. 

Gold and Cents in Mont Ccuis. 

The World attempted to surprise New 
York, yesterday, by publishing a sensation 
story, not what may be called romantic, but 
very much in the nature of a romance. It 
occupies five columns of small type, profes- 
ses to be a letter from one "Arthur M. Lea- 
rv,'' civil engineer, Stuyvesant place," New 
York, aud to contain the confession or dis- 
closure o'' one Stefano Tagliare, a criminal 
in jail at Suza. The ingenious heading of 
this article is the index to its marvels, and 
runs thus, in several varieties of highly dis- 
pla>edtype: "A Dazzling Discovery. Gold 
aiidOetns found by the square yard in Mont 
Cc nis tunnel. An Alpine Goleouda. Dia- 
monds, sapphires, ruby, topaz, emerald, 
garnet, amethist, chalcedony, cornelian, 
turquoise, opal, malachite, gold, silver, pla- 
tinum, etc., etc., in endless profusion. 
Monte Chris'o in Savoy. Work in the 
tunnel suddenly suspended. Frauce and 
Italy dividing the s|>oil. The Discovery 
hushed up. < official persecution of the un- 
wiiling Aladdins. The Original Discoverer 
Murdered by his Fellows. The Affidavits 
and Letters, A:e., Ac.ivc." 

Any mineralogist c:iu testily that it is.im- 
pos&ible for gold, silver; platinum, and 
malachite lo be found together, and that it 
is equally impossible for eleven different 
varieties of precious stones, from the dia- 
mond to the petty garnet, to be found in 
contiguity with tM above metals and with 
each other. The writer has "piled up the 
agony"' much too wildly as well as too 
strongly iu his description. Desiring to 
ligure as a Dumas, he has not risen above 
bis natural status of penny-a-liner. 

The World iears thai the "unprecedented 
magnificence" of this narrative "may pass 
the willinguess ol" credulity," but declares 
"that it is dilficut to espy a weakness in it." 
Moreover, the World says: "It is remarka- 
ble that this extraordinary occurrence on 
the boundary between France and Italy 
should first see light in a New York paper." 
Wecauuot see anything extraordinary in 
this. A mu. :i more imposing and far 'bet- 
ter written narrative appeared in another 
New York paper, more than quarter of a 
century ago, and l»eais the well-known 
title of "Ihe Moon-Hoax." We know not 
how much of the "weakness of credulity" 
may be in our mind, but we believe of this 
Mont Cenis story exactly as much as we 
believe Mr. Locke's very clever "Moon 
Hoax'' — as niu. b, and no more. 

To be candid with the gentle public, we 
must confess that we are no; prepossessed 
in favor of any foreign "yarn" which is 
spun out in the columns of the World. We 
recollect how, three fir four months ago, it* 
published what professed to be a letter 
from a special correspoudeut at Florence, 
in which, with an audacity of assertion 
which would have been characteristic of 
Baron Munchausen, the writer told the 
readers of Hip World that the difficulty be- 
tween Pius IX. aud Victor BflMMUUM 1 had 
been amicably sealed; thai the Pope aud 
the King were henceforth to be the very 
best friends, and that the Pope, to show 
this to the world, intended, with his own 
hands, to crown Victor Emmanuel as Em- 
peror ol Rome, the ceremonial to take 
}■;.! <■ iu St. Peter's Church, the glory of 
the Eterual City. Not one word of this 
triple-faced canard was true. The World 
must have immediately discovered its 
falsity, but to this day has not apologized 
to its readers tor having hoaxed them. 
This is one of the reasons why, distrusting 
the truth of the World's foreigu tales, we 
cannot swallow this Mont Cenis romance 
except with a grain of salt as big as the 
mountain i:s- 11'. — Philadelphia Press. 



The Richmond Presbytery favor Negro 
education— Tlie Annual Council of the 
episcopal Diocese of Virginia— Bishop 
Johns. 

A Richmond correspondent of the Phila- 
delphia Inquirer, under date of 21st, writes: 

There are two religious bodies now in ses- 
sion iu this city that are affording no small 
larigBiintO the views and leelings ol the 
educated aud thinking masses of Virginia 
ou the vital questions of the hour. One of 
tMM 1 DdtaS, the Richmond Presbytery, in 
its session to-day, gave evidence that the 
day of pro-slavery fanaticism in Virginia, 
if not closed, has reached its sunset. Both 
in its action and its deliberation, the Pres- 
bytery showed a liberality of feeling to- 
ward the freedmen and a truer conception 
of the status thau could have been expect- 
ed. The action of the body was confined 
entirely to a determination to extend to 
thau all possible religious and educational 
facilities; but the remarks of Rev. Dr. Hoge, 
and others, als.o inculcated a spirit of jus- 
tice in secular dealing with the colored race 
that can be accepted as a strong evidence 
that this difficult problem is last solving it- 
self. 

The larger and more important body.how- 
ever, representing the entire State, is 
the council of the Episcopal Church, 
which began its annual session in St. Paul's 
Chuich yesterday morning. This body is 
ootnp ood of clergy and lay dclgates from 
every portion of Virginia, and including as 
the Episcopal Church does, in its member- 
ship a large proportion ol the wealth, edu- 
cation and real aristocracy of Virginia, the 
deliberations of the council and the conclu- 
sions at which it will arrive, are matters of 
no small moment, and will, undoubtedly, 
have great influence on sentiment in Vir- 
ginia. The feature ol the day was the ad- 
dress of the Right Rev. Bishop Johns de- 
livered in the afternoon. 

Bishop Johns, as the chief, at this epoch, 
ol the Episcopal hierarchy in Virgiuia, is a 
man possessing vast iullueuco over public 
opinion, aud to this extent is a public man. 
This is more particularly the case at this 
moment, when the deliberations aud ac- 
tions of the Church necessarily have more 
or less of a political character. 

The Bishop is >< man past middle life, and 
although his perfectly white hair and whis- 
kers proclaim this * fact, his ruddy face, 
strong voice, aud unimpaired powers of 
body, are equal evidence that he is still in 
his prime. He is evidently a man of strong 
mind, tine culture, pure heart and kindly 
feeling. One late actiou of his must be 
noted lo his credit. Immediately on the 
overthrow of the rebellion he issued a cir- 
cular letter to his clergy, enjoining them to 
reinstate iu the formula of the Church the 
usual prayers for the Pressident of the 
United States, and all others in authority. 

His address yesterday was a most credit- 
able perlormance. Upon the subject ot the 
freedmen he took the ground that the negro 
uiust be titted for the new aud higher sphere 
he has been called upon to fill. He exhort- 
ed his brethren tJ begin at once the work 
of i -ducnting them, to deal generously with 
them In all business matters, and to have 
forbearauce lor any errors they might com- 
mit from exaggerated notions of the liberty 
they have attained. The great point of the 
Bishop's address was touching reuuion 
with the Church North, which be unequiv- 
ocally indorsed. His argument in favor of 
reunion was conclusive, aud iu its course 
he noted the action taken by the other 
Southern Dioceses, from which it appeared 
that Mississippi and Alabama have alone 
re! used to unite. South Carolina and Flor- 
ida have not been heard from, but all the 
remaining States have acted favorably. 



A Ball Dress at Saratoga. 

The New York Review gives the follow- 
ing description of a dress worn by a young 
lady at a ball at Saratoga: The most strik- 
ing'and pronounced of the new toilettes was 
worn by a stately Georgia girl, whose sum- 
mers could not have exceeded twenty, but 
who carried herself with the air of a woman 
of forty — of one, too, who had looked down 
the crater of life and found there was noth- 
ing iu it. Her dress consisted of a train of 
white velvet, felling not from the waist but 
from the shoulders, and trailing its slow 
length aloug.

Alabama Convention— Union "W -n in the 
Convention. 

A correspondent, a native Alabamian, 
writinu from Montgomery to the Chicago 
Tribune, says: 

The Convention met at 10 o'clock on Sat- 
urday. No business of importance was 
transacted. Several reports were made by 
the committees, and consideration postpon 
ed until this week. To-morrow (Tuesday 
I oxspect to hear a I nion speech. Twa oru- 
iuances have beeu introduced to obliterate 
the ordinance of secession. One is favored 
by the opposition, the other by the Union 
men. Tin. vote will be a test. The Hou. 
James S. Clarke, from Lawrence, although 
a young man, seems to be the recognized 
leader of the Union party. He was Inspec- 
tor General on Roddy's stall' for about three 
years, but a truer patriot I never saw. He 
stands up now, the chumpiou of lilty-two 
gray-headed patriots, and in his speeches 
he says lo I he opposition: "You, gentlemen, 
fetror the rebel convention of '01; you, gent- 
lemen, are rebels." I like to hear him talk. 
Mr. Clarke will be a candidate for Congress, 
and no doubt will be elected. 

The Tost master here cannot set clerks to 
Ul Ike requirements of the oath of oflice 
euacted by Congress in ISO-, although there 
are a thousand applicants, because they 
canno! swear th. y uever voluntarily aided 
or held office under the so-called govern- 
ment in rebelih n against the L'uited States. 

Ex-Uov. John Anthony Winston, a tall, 
slim, cadaverous, wiry, but talented indi- 
vidual, with quick perceptive powers, 
seems to be the leader off the opposition. Hit 
is Chairmau of tlu Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. 

I notice four ex-Federals among the dele- 
gates from the noitbern portion of the State. 
One colonel, two surgeons and a private. 
They vote about ritrht, they do. 

Then are Union men in the South. True, 
they are in a minor:' . They have been 
scourged and persecuted lor live years. 
Xhaj oelieved their trials aud troubles wt re 
over at the close of the war. In Alabama, 
rebels are continued in office, and when be- 
yond the palo of military jurisdiction, 
Union men are treated more vilely than be- 
fore the war closed. Every aveuueof justice 
is closed. No Union man is looked upou by 
the State Executive with favor. If he com- 
plains he la told that he is "too radical;'' 
instructions are to conciliate." Rebels for 
postmasters, secesh for judges, and traitors 
in every office of trust or emolument 
throughout Um Stmief What are we to do? 
It is true the Convention is now in session 
and has a majority of voting Union men ; 
but permit me to say, the talent is on the 
opposition side of the house. The Union 
men are not organized, while the rebels 
have been for years. They introduce a bill, 
amend and strike out until it is impossible 
for any one, oaten thoroughly conversant 
with parliamentary rules — as used here— to 
uuderstand whether he is voting for or 
against a resolution. Out of twenty law 
tiruis in this city, there is but one original 
Union man. Tho cues' talent iu the State 
is here. What is the result? Of course 
they hit ve the advantage, and they intend 
to use it. 



••Fighting" Joe Hooker. 

The following from an article in Harper's 
Magazine for October explains how Hooker 
got the epithet "Fighting" added to his 
name: 

The title of "Fighting Joe" is very offen- 
sive to General Booker; but wehaYueboaen 
to use it as the heading of this article be- 
cause it accurately aa well as brielly de- 
scribes the character of the man. It was 
(riven him by an accident, but it was a 
nappy one; aiid when history comes to sum 
up the characteristics of our heroes.she will 
apply it as indicative of Hooker's charac- 
ter. The circumstances under which it was 
given are as follows: The agent ot the New 
York Associated Press is often compelled, 
duriug exciting times, to furnish his tele- 
graphic accounts by piece meals, in order 
to enable the papers to lay the facts before 
the public as fast as possible; and hence, 
in order to number the pages correctly, he 
lias lo originate what are called "running 
heads," each beiug repeated with every 
page. It was common, for instance, duriug 
the trial of the conspirators at Washington, 
to number the pages : "AeeaaainB, 1;' "As- 
sassins, 2," etc.; and during the removal of 
the President's body to Springfield the run- 
ning headline was: "the Funeral, 1;" "the 
Funeral, 8," etc. 

When the account of the battle of Mal- 
vern Hill was received by the Associated 
Press, there was such great excitement in 
the city that it even extended to the tele- 
graph operators and copyists, who were 
generally proof against such fevers of ex- 
citement. In the midst of the sensation 
which that battle created, one of the copy- 
ists, in his admiration cf the gallantry and 
daring of General Hooker as detailed In the 
report, improvised a "running head," 
"Fighting Joe Hooker," which was repeat- 
ed page after page. Two or three of the 
papers adopted it as the head-line for the 
printed accounts, and heralded the battle 
under that name. The name "stuck," ami 
has been fixed on Hooker irretrievab y. Iu- 
stead of accenting the title us a decree of 
fate, Hooker cannot bear to hear it. "It 
always sounds to me," ho ouce said, when 
allusion had been made to it, "as if it 
meant 'Fghting Fool.' It has really done 
me much injury iu making the public be- 
lieve I am a furious, headstrong tool, bent 
ou making furious dashes at the enemy. I 
have never fought without good purpose 
and with fair chances of success. When I 
have decided to tight, 1 have done so with 
all the vigor aud strength I could com- 
mand."

Alleged Letter fro 
\ ert>al Suilragc the 
sal Amnesty. 

Nr.wYouK, September 25.— The South- 
ern Advocate, of the ISth, says: The fol- 
lowing extract, which has just been pub- 
lished, is from the late President Lincoln's 
letter to Gen. Wadsworth, who fell in the 
battle of the Wilderness. The letter, which 
is of a private character, is to be sent to 
Oen. Wads worth's family. It shows that 
Mr. Lincoln, who desired the bestowal of 
the elective franchise on the blacks, was 
also at an early day in favor of granting a 
universal amnesty, which, for some strange 
and unaccountable reason, is still withheld 
Iron the South, notwithstanding it is known 
that it was his intention to grant without 
any exception a general pardon. His 
wishes iu this particular the American peo- 
ple cannot afford to disregard. Congress 
will no doubt exact the right of suffrage for 
the blacks. Why a universal amnesty 
should be withheld until that time we are 
uuabletosee. This certainly was no: Mr. 
Lincoln's plan, whose intentions all parties 
should sacredly obey. 

The following is the extract referred to, in 
which Mr. Lincoln says: You desire to 
know, In the event of our complete success 
In the lield, the same being followed by a 
loyal and oheerfnl submission ou the part 
of the South, If a universal amnesty should 
not be accompanied with universal suf- 
frage. N6\v, since yon know my private 
inclinations as to what terms should be 
granted to the South In the contingency, 1 
will here add that if our success should 
thus be realized, followed by such desired 
results, I cannotsee, if a universal amnesty 
is granted, how, under the circumstances, 
I can avoid exacting, in return, universal 
■uflrage, or at least suffrage on the basis of 
intelligence and military service. How to 
better the condition of the colored race has 
long been a study which has attracted m 
serious aud careful attention. Hence, 
think I am clear and decided as to w hat 
course I shall pursue iu the premises. Re 
ganlitig it a religious duty, as the nation is 
the guardian of these people who have so 
heroically vindicated their manhood on the 
battlelield, where, in assisting to save the 
lifeof the Republic, they have demonstrated 
(in blood) their right to the ballot, which is 
but the humane protection of the Hug they 
have so fearlessly defended.

AS IMPORTANT 
AS IU FIRST. 

The pro-slavery spirit of the country, 
baffled and humbled, drop* it haughtiness of 
inein, and slinks somewhat abashed from 
the accusing look of patriotic justice. It 
had first subverted every self-evident prin- 
ciple of ethics iu its own justification, and 
then attempted the subversion of those free 
institutions which were a constant and 
growing menace against its own barbaric 
structure. Now it stands in an attitude of 
sullen humility, waiting orders in a sort of 
grumbliugly submissive way. It is forced to 
look upon its own work and contemplate 
the barbarity and destructiveness of it. A 
gracious change of heart must eventually 
result from this enforced introspection, and 
such change is beyond question fairly in- 
augurated. We are ea^er to recognize and 
put on record every authentic advance 
towards the glorious consummation these 
initial changes foreshadow. We believe 
there is a general and genuine surrender ol 
the institution of slavery as it existed before 
the war. We cannot sup|K>se that anybody 
in the South (excepting clergymen and 
women) is so infatuated as to actually an- 
ticipate the restoration of the old system. 
Thinking men certainly do not. They 
know the revolution now under way is one 
of the kind that never go backwards. And 
we are fain to believe that the number of 
such persons is sufficiently large, and their 
social influence sufficiently strong to gene- 
rale an irreversible and irresitible public 
opinion co-incident with their own convic- 
tions and purposes. 

There is no mistaking the fact that pro- 
gress is making against the amazing and 
IkBMd pro-slavery infatuation which has 
made such a wreck of the South. A radical 
change is started. Encouraging steps have 
been taken. Chattelism, applied to human 
beings, is abandoned. The reorganizing 
Stat< s are announcing their purpose to 
make all men free and protect them in their 
freedom. It does not yet appear tch<it 
amount of protection is intended, or what 
its precise character will be. But it is some- 
thing that the idea of universal freedom, 
and the necessity and propriety of protect- 
ing men in the enjoyment of freedom, are 
accepted and made prominent by the reor- 
ganizing State conventions. So far good. 
Put a peg in there. The next step logically 
in line, and inevitable, is impartial legisla- 
tion for all freemen. This is not yet taken, 
nor its necessity more than dimly, if at all, 
recognized. We do not include now the 
question of suffrage. We mean by impar- 
tial legislation the- subjection of colored peo- 
ple to exactly the same legal restraints 
and penal ri*ks that we impose upon our- 
selves. It will be found that there is neither 
humanity, democracy, nor good sense in 
discarding this principle. Moreover there 
is no constitutional basis for specific laws 
directed against particular classes of free- 
men on account of their race-origin. Such 
restrictions will be equally unwise, unjust, 
and unfounded in the organic law of the 
llepubli-'. But their intended application 
iu the late rebel States, is eiy distinctly 
foreshadowed in the public expressions of 
p ipulur sentiment and in the acts of the 
two State conventions (Alabama and Iviis- 
-issippi.) Doth enjoin upon their respective 
Legislatures the obligation to protect the 
State agaiust evils arising from sudden 
emancipation. 

The debates, public journals, and mani- 
festoes of politicians make sufficiently 
ciear the meaning ot this injunction. It 
means simply that negroes are to be sub- 
jected to legal coercion* which are regar- 
ded unlit to be imposed upon whito free- 
men. The conviction is universally ex- 
pressed by the late rebels and all pio-slave- 
ly men that "niggers won't work" under 
the same inducements that secure the in- 
dustry of whi'e men. And yet the experi- 
ment has BMW been tried by the^e doubters 
of offering the "same inducements." Posi- 
tion in s at 'iety, wealth, security in his pos- 
sessions, personal independence are the 
perpetual stimulus and provocation to in- 
dustrious enterprise, which kindle the 
braiuand brace the muscles of the white 
man. These have been of course fiercely 
withheld from the negro. And the devotees 
1 1 .avery would withhold them forever. 
The Freedmen's Bureau and Northern "fa- 
nati. ism"' iu the meantime have been now 
for a year and upwards testing the power 
to a limited extent of 6omeol these induce- 
ments, which, reasoning from the premise 
that negroes are really humau beings, 
might be supposed to have some efficacy. 
The result of their experiment is not less 
astounding than it is gratifying. We say 
"astounding" b cause it is so utterly at va- 
riance with, and subversive of the entire 
pro-slavery philosophy. "Niggtrs" v.ilt 
work and work well under precisely the 
same motives that elicit the activity of oth- 
er folks. 

There is no escaping the logic of such 
facts as the "Sea Islands" and a hundred 
other localities where freedmen are enjoy- 
ing the fruits of their own labor, present. 
But this is almost wholly iguored by the 
entire body of Southern "recoustructors." 
They all advocate the necessity of special 
coercion by legal enactment, of the freed- 
men. Army reports thus far show that five 
limes the number of white persons in the 
South have been dependent upon Govern 
ment bounty for support since the collapse 
of the rebellion, to the number of colored. 
Amongst the white people in the South rich 
and poor, there is and always has been a 
stupendous amount of laziness. The insti- 
tution of slavery has obviously and confess- 
edly fostered this quality in all classes. The 
negroes are certainly lazy. But they are 
no exception. It is the natural state of 
man and requires the incessant assault of 
hunger and cold and want, to be overcome. 
And every system of arbitrary coercion ap- 
plied to a particular class to comjiel them to 
labor for another class, imbrutes the form- 
er, and by pampering indolence demoral- 
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of voluntary 



To single out the freedmen and compel 
them by law to work whilst exempting an 
equally dependent and far more shiftless 
ciass of white people, from any similar co- 
ercion, is not universal freedom, nor at all 
in accordance with the genius of those in- 
stitutions which prevailed in the late con- 
flict, and which are now dictating the final

«^-Tfie Journal shaking of the labor 
problem and the necessity to all parties 
coie erned of industrious habits amongst 
freedmen, says : 

We are decidedly in favor of making 
them work, to hold out every possible in- 
ducement to them to labor voluntarily, 
but to make them work whether they will 
or not. 

This is what one might call enticing with 
a hand-spike. We cannot by any means 
endorse the method. If "every possible in- 
ducement" fails to secure voluntary labor 
fiom those who are dependent upon labor 
for a livelihood, we are in favor of hustling 
them out of the country. For involuntary 
labor is nothing more nor less than slavery 
and we have had trouble enough in the 
land from that system. Besides, if the em- 
ployer has the right of compulsion to fall 
back upon, the consciousness of that fact 
will greatly interfere with and confuse his 
notions as to what constitutes "every pos- 
sible inducement." He might think live 
dollars a quarter an adequate inducement, 
or shelter and food. Having been always 
accustomed to regard the relation of abject 
servitude a just one, he might deom the in- 
ducements it affords, as including "every 
possible" one. Give us one of the three, 
slaverj-, freedom, or extirpation. Wecau't 
have all, nor any two of them at once. 

Military Despotism— Arbitrary Arrests.

Eds. Pkkss: What are we to do? Can it 
be possible that we Kentuckians are to see 
no end of being snubbed by the national 
authorities? W r hy should we havo such 
"conservative" institutions as grand juries, 
and not be permitted to make such use of 
them as we choose? That distinguished 
authority, Sir Toby Belch, affirms that theie 
"have been grand jury men since before 
Noah was a sailor." Can military men 
show such antiquity as that? 

It is well known that here iu Kentucky 
we at present make grand juries according 
to the form prescribed by that sage, Dog- 
berry. We make them ot the most "de- 
sartless men." We order them "to carry the 
lantern" liecause they are the "most sense- 
less and fit men." There has never been a 
i imp when Kentucky's salvation stood more 
in need of the protecting egis of grand 
juries. We have one great interest around 
which all others revolve as mere satellites; 
we have one altar, before which we all bow- 
in reverent worship, and which should 
never feel the profane presence of national 
military authorities. It is scarcely netvs- 
sary for me to say what this is. Every 
Keutuckian's instinct tells him that it can 
be none other than that sacred idol, negro 
slavery, our grand juries, overlooking all 
other things as of no kind of moment com- 
pared with this, have commenced their de- 
votions to "conserving" this palladium of 
our inalienable right-, of our imperishable 
glory. W r e expected them to make a clean 
sweep and either arrest and imprison every 
military officer in the State, or make them 
fly across tho river for safety. Our 
allaiis begau to look promising, but 
just as we were preparing to make 
a fine crop ol Dogberries, General 
Thomas steps forward and blights the har- 
vest with one of the frostiest nips that we 
Kentucky "conservatives" have felt for 
some time. The revolution is complete. 
Those sacred iunctionarie-', grand juries, 
who were about to "comprehend all vu- 
grom" mililialious authorities who do not 
bow the knee to our "ebony idol," instead 
of being arresters, find themselves sudden- 
ly in the way of being arrested!

Washington, Sent. -i<\.— The Wirz Mili- 
tary ('..nnni-sion re-MfWOlUsMl to-day. 
Several additional witne-ses w ere examin- 
ed for t he (jovemun-ut. Dr. Win. Mar>h 
ItWllftfrfl li. c Bfl had been employed as an 
agent ol the Sanitary Commission for the 
Slates of Georgia, Florida and the Caro- 
lina* from January, IMS, until the close of 
the rebellion. WUsMM sent from Beaufort 
larjje aappUca of clothiuj;, such as shirts, 
drawers, pantaloons and hats, also crack- 
ers and condensed milk for coffee, ami 
other artieles ol food. The arrangement for 
sendiuy; the relief to prisouers was made 
with Ufii. Saui. Jones; according to which 
the poods were passed o\ - er to the agent of 
the Confederate liovornment tit Charleston. 

It was known in June 1S64, that there 
was suffering at Andersonville, as escaped 
BffifMfMffB gave information.' 

Witnes.* had no evidence that the goods 
were received by the prisoners. In No- 
vember au order was received from Wash- 
ington not to send tne prisoners any more 
supplies. 

Cross examined — After the goods passed 
from the Sanitary Committee they went in 
the hands of the Confederate agent. 

Judge Advocate Chipman put iu the evi- 
dence a letter of ( apt. Wirz, dated Ander- 
sonville, Nov. liith, 1864, addressed toCapt. 
Neely, Assistant (Quartermaster of the Con- 
federate army, in which the writer ac- 
knowledges the reeeipt of eighteen pack- 
IgM ni elwihing, live bales of blankets, one 
box of sheets, four boxes of pants, three 
boxes of drawers, socks and shirts, and that 
he should distribute them without delay. 

Jno. 11. Joue.-. te.-litied that he had been a 
clerk iu the r« bel war department; with re- 
gard to Gen. Winder, tha f . oflieer was up- 
popuiar; efforts were- made to remove him, 
but unsut ee^siully; he did not know whose 
favorite Goo. Winder whs; the latter fre- 
quently went to President Davis aud Ne. re- 
lary Benjamin; the ofliceis who were there 
were oUklttOKMIS for Winder' removal. 

Philip Cashmere testilied that he was in 
the rebel ser\ ieo four years, and was em- 
ployed hs a dettctive under Gen. Winder; 
tlie relations between General Winder and 
Davis were friennly, and saw him go to 
D.* vis' house; when the order came tore- 
move Winder, President Davis indorsed 
the application, '-it ise.iiirely unnecessary." 
(ieu. Winder was sent by Stvretary Seddon 
to Andersonville. 

Father Hamilton was called for the de- 
fence, anil testified that he was engaged in 
his ministerial dulie3 at Andersuuville, 
Capt. Wirz doing everything iu his power 
to provide lor the physical and spiritual 
comfuri of the prisoners. 

Father Whaien testitied to th© same ef- 
fect. HbbBJTB Wirz committed no person- 
al violent'.- on any of the prisoners, although 
he had heard him make use ot profane lan- 
guage. Ait n w. -re hunted by dogs, but he 
nevt r heard that any of them were torn by 
them. Capt. \\ irz gave him, Whaleu, per- 
mission to disdriuute supplies among the 
prisoners while he was at Andersonville. 
lie never heard of Capt. Wirz killing or 
striking a man >vith his pistol, or kicking a 
man. 

CroKs-i:.\ainiu"d by Col. Chipman: He 
did not say that Capt. Wirz did not do such 
things, but that if ^he did them it was prob- 
able he should have heard of the facts. He 
heard from the prisoneis that Capt. W T irz 
was violent and hai>h. Several other cler- 
gymen were at the prison. The witness 
said he I'ought some flour in January. It 
was tor the i;enelitot all the prisoners, with- 
out diatinctiou of creed. He had frequently 
heard prisoners comiihiiu that they did not 
get euough to cat. He could not say to 
how many dying persons iu prison he had 
administered spiritual consolation; perhaps 
IjoO or :i00n, perhaps not so many. 

Mr. BakBC said DB understood that these 
two wituesses had made exertions to visit 
('apt. Wirz as his spiritual advisers, but 
they could not obtain permission to do so 
until they had testified as witnesses. He 
now decided that they be furnished with 
certificates to the BflM that they have tes- 
tified la th;s court; and also that wo have 
nothing to do with tham visiting Captain 
Wirz, as it was for the ofucer ot tire prison 
to decide under an arrangement with the 
Secretary of War. Theretoie, the applica- 
tion of tiie counsel was super li nous. 

Col. | anuin, of the 1st regiment Georgia 
Reserves, testitied, that under BffdstS from 
Gen. Cobb he went to Autlersouville on the 
Ull of May, IBM, aud remained there till 
the middle of September: the 1st guard did 
not number over -00 or rfOO, but it was in 
creased till there were from l'ZOO to 1600 meu; 
their arms were poor, the greater part being 
Hint aud ste-rl locks. Capt. Wirz could not 
punish o- reward guards for anything they 
had done; he coti}4 grant furloughs only 
when ho might be Uwporarijy acting as 
Commandant of the post. Witness uover 
heard, while ho was in command, of a fur 
lough being given to a guard lor shooting a 
prisoner, 

Question by Mr. Baker; Did Capt. Wirz 
e\ - er apply to you to have a furlough given 
to any guard for shooting a prisoner. The 
Judge Advocate objected to this question, 
and the Court susl jined the objection as 
raised by the Judge Advocate. 

(.uestiou. Did ever the guard npply to 
you for a furlough on the ground of shoot- 
ing Union prisouers? 

Answer. I do not know of any such ap- 
plication upon that ground. Witness said 
Turner was the owner of dogs, which had 
leen alluded to, belonged to his regi- 
ment. This man," in July, was command- 
ed by Gen. Winder to report to him, and 
Winder ordered him to procure a pack of 
ilo-ii. These d;igs were employed to hunt 
Confederate as well as Union deserters. 
The sentences of Confederates by court 
martial were digging up stumps, and ball 
chain. If Capt. Wirz had killed, sl.ot, 
or maltreated prisoners, it is probable that 
he should have heard of it, for he frequent- 
ly made requisition on the quartermaster for 
tools, but was tillable to obtain them. There 
was a good deai of grumbling among the 
Coufei h-rate Hoops about rations, and de- 
sertions occurred from that cause. Wirz 
was sick last summer near Andersonville 
and wan absent some weeks. That was in 
August. Witness hoard whooping in the 
rArjckade at night, and from the sound ol 
the licks, &c, knew that fighting was going 
on. Tins was at linns when raiders so 
much disturbed thecamp. Capt. Wirz hav- 
ing previously turned them over to a jury 
of Union prisoners, who found them guilty. 
The Commission here adjourned.

Arrival of the Cuba— The Atlantic Cable 
—The Fenian lixcltement Continues. 

Halifax, September 28.— The steamship 
Cuba, which left Liverpool on the morning 
of the lfJtB and Queenstown on the 17th, ar- 
rived here Ibis evening. 

Great liritain. — A general meeting of the 
Atlantic Telegraph Company was held in 
Loin Ion on the llth. The directors pre- 
sented a report setting forth the results of 
the late effort and sanguine expectations for 
the future deduction therefrom, BXjJBfBfsBtag 
ti determination to press forward with the 
work and announcing they had already en- 
tered into a contract for renewed operations. 
Under this contract the Telegraph Con- 
struction Company undertake for the sum 
of JtoOO.OOO— that is the mere cost price— to 
manufacture and lay down a new cable 
next year, and if successful, but not other- 
wise, thev are to have in shares and cash a 
profit of iiO per cent, ou this cable. 

They undertake without further charge 
to get sullicient cable to otnplete the pres- 
ent broken one, and use the best end. The 
carrying out of chis contract requires that 
the Atlantic Company should raise the 
minimum of 1150,000 to the maximum of 
500,000 pouuds sterling in cash, upon which 
new capital a preferential divideut of 12 per 
cent is proposed, with a share in the protits 
of the dividends to which they are entitled 
have been paid on the old shares. The re- 
port was unanimously adopted. The ques- 
tion of raising the capital was left to the 
decision of another meeting, to take place 
Octolier 12. 

At the the invitation of the Lord Lieuten- 
ant of the county of Cork a meeting of more 
than 160 magistrates took place recently in 
Cork to consider the security of the public 
peace as menuced by Fenian movements. 
The proceedings were private, but the 
Cork Examiner says they resulted in a 
uuanimous adoption of a resolution to| in- 
crease the police and military of the coun- 
try. The existence of secret organizations 
dangerous to the public peace was generally 
admitted, aud it was supposed tint the 
adoption of the proposed steps would bo 
sufficient to maintain order. 

Ou Friday evening, in Dublin, a largo 
force of police pr. ii eded from the Castle, 
aud divided into two bodies, and visited 
the houses of some suspected Irish people. 
They also suppressed the Evening Journal 
which was to be published that evening. 
The Eagle sass now that help is at ban. 1, in 
the event of a Fenian invasion, those in- 
clined to sympathize with the rebels are 
rather disheartened. 

The second quarterly meeting of the 
British Aid Society, Mr. C. C. Leigh and 
others were represented from America. 

The cholera has increased so much at 
Marseilles that the mayor has summoned a 
meeting of physicians to concoct measures 
of relief. 

Weeklv returns ot the bank of France 
show a decrease of cash of 45,000 francs.

London Money Market. Discount demand 
is more active, rates unchanged, funds are 
fjuiet and steady, but consols slightly de- 
pressed. 

It is stated that Donald McKay, the well- 
known American ship builder, is in close 
comniuuication with the Admiralty on the 
subject of torpedoes, which are to be laid 
down in the channels to the English Har- 
bors, in case of war. 

The Times' American correspondent rep- 
resents thit the Fenians In America were 
(MkUeotillg large funds and sending money 
to Ireland, and spending iu America in 
purchasing arms.

Some time sin<re, a petition was sent to 
the President from New Orleans, repre- 
senting that it was impossible to distin- 
guish Confederate from other cottou, and 
that the attempt to enforce the rights of the 
Government under the Confiscation act 
was causing mischievous delays, vexation, 
and loss to legitimate commerce. The pe- 
tition prayed, therefore, for the abandon- 
ment ol this policy, and that all cotton be 
admitted subject to a tax of from 10 to 20 
per e -hi on suefi a sum as should be deem- 
ed sufficient to cover the claims of the Gov- 
ernment, 

Some fifty or sixty of the oldest cotton 
factory-houses of New Orleans have just 
sent the President a memorial, which states 
that no such difficulty exist; that Confed- 
erate cotton may easily be distinguished 
from that owned by private parlies, and 
they protest against the scheme proposed 
above as a continuance for the benefit o» ir- 
regular speculators. These factories have 
large claims on planters for advances made 
belore the war.
